Physics,  chemistry,  biology,  medical  technology  and  pre-medical,  pre-dental 
and  pre-nursing  courses  will  be  taught  in  the  new  facility.  Mr.  Roy  N.  Goslin,  Professor 
of  Physics  at  Oglethorpe  and  consultant  at  the  Oak  Ridge  Atomic  center,  assisted  in 
the  design  and  layout  of  the  new  three  story  facility.
